T t*o»r fro m O k la h o m a ta (.U teri* S tra its* 
«**l *t ,fer**ty City. 
New York, March 23. 
It is likely th at 
the destitute negroes who arrived in 
Jersey City from Oklahoma a week ago, 
hoping to continue on the journey to 
Liberia, will settle in Jersey City, Long 
Island d t y and various parts of New 
York. 
One week of confinement in their 
cram ped quarters has served to com­ 
pletely disjM'l their dreams of the A fri­ 
can paradise and they no longer cling 
to the hope of reaching it. 
They do not 
know w hat they are going to do or where 
they will go, b at sit or stand about in 
the cars during the day and curl up in 
and around the seats at night. 
They 
will riot venture any distance from the 
cars either day or night, only going far 
enough lo buy food and returning im­ 
mediately lest they should become sepa­ 
rated from the others. 
A rrangem ents have been completed 
for leaving the cars. Rev. VV. C. Hawes, 
leader and spokesman of the em igrants 
has bestirred himself bt find them shel­ 
ter. 
The railroad officials informed 
Chief Murphy of Jersey City, th at if the 
em igrants had not left the cars by tie 
day they 
would ho ejected. 
Chief 
M urphy hail a consultation w ith the 
poor keeper, and h*- afterw ard inform ­ 
ed the railroad officials th at the author­ 
ities in Jersey City would refuse to 
allow the railw ay company to **ject the 
colored people or to have them become 
public charges. 
It is alm ost certain th at im mediate aid 
will lie given to the em igrants by the 
colored people of this city. 
Rev. D. W. 
W isher, pastor of Mount Olivet Baptist 
church, has betn several tim es rn see 
the em igrants and has promised th at he 
would call his congregation together 
and ask them to help. 
The bolden of caring for the 104 emi­ 
grants has fallen upon five of the party 
who apex better supplied with means. 
Mr. Hawes has spent over $400 since he 
left Oklahoma. 
Mr. Hawes said he in­ 
tended to do everything he could to get 
back the money he had paid to the mi­ 
gration society.

W ITH 
MEXICO. 


A N ew O n e K a (M eted to H e S o o n R a tifie d 
by th e M ex ica n S e n a te . 
W ashington, March 23. - The authori­ 
ties here are looking forward hopefully 
to the m eeting of the Mexican congress 
next month, when the new extradition 
trea. . already ratified by the U nited 
States senate, 
will be ratified by the 
Mexican senate. 
U ntil then a peculiar 
condition of affairs exists, as the old ex­ 
tradition treaty has expired and the new 
one not yet gone into operation. 
This 
interim makes Mexico an asylum for of­ 
fenders from this side and sim ilarly the 
U nited States is an asylum for violated* 
of the laws of Mexico.
